More indict- 
ments may follow those announced 
yesterday, as the grand jury an- 
nounced that the investigation {is to 
be continued. The indictments_Lare 
not expected to affect Tuesday’s 
mayoralty selection. 

Three members of the controlling 
Republican faction of the Council 
—Walter Dorsett. Boynton J. Moore 
and Otis E. Bartholbmew—were 
indicted with Millard W. Ferguson, 
one of three Democrats on the 
Council on nine members. Martin 
Frankfort, real estate dealer, also 
‘vas indicted. 

The men are charged with brib- 
ery in connection with the zoning 
of city districts for business pur- 
poses and the purchase of fire ap- 
par “us. Additional indictments 
charge Moore and Bartholomew 
with soliciting favors from former 
Mayor John L. Duvall, to influence 
their vote on an impeachment res- 
olution introduced in the Council 
against Duvall. 

The impeachment resolution was 
withdrawn. but the Council later 
held that Duvall could not hold 
public office following his convic- 
tion for violdtion of the corrupt 
practices a‘. The Council named 
Claude C. Negiey, Council pregi- 
dent, Mayor pro tem. Duvall, who 
is appealing his conviction, re- 
signed at about the same time the 
Council was oustl g him. 

Accused of Taking $300 Bribe. 

The four Councilmen are charged 
in one indictment with accepting 
$300 for rezoning a block for busi- 
ness purposes. One inc¢'ctment 
charges Moore with accepting $500 
to approve a fire apparatus con- 
tract. Another indictment charges 
Moore with accepting the privilege 
of naming city employ:s in return 
for not voting for Duvall’s Im- 
peachment. A similar indictment 
was returned against Bartholomew. 
who also was charged, in another 
indictment, with paying another 
Councilman $150 to vote for re- 
zoning ~ prospective filling station 
site.

135 PERSCNS KILLED WHEN 
BUILDING IN SHANGHAI FALLS 


Victims Women and Children Who

Captain Landed in Parachute After Abandon- 
ing Descending Balloon, So He 
Had to Try It Again.

began to shoot at the world’s 
altitude record early this yea" 

and kept doggedly at it, 
. On his first flight, from Scott 
Field on March 9, he became un- 
conscious at 27,000 feet, perhaps 
more from his exertion in dumpirg 
overboard two tons of sand within 
two hours than from the altitude, 
which,.however, was an American 
record for balloons, The fact that 
he was swathed in several sweat- 
ers and heavy underclothes with 
fur-lined leather flying suit and 
heavy boots over all contribuéed to 
his exhaustion. 

Recovering consciousness, he 
brought his falling bag under con- 
trol and came to earth softly in a 
field near Ashley, Ill., 50 miles 
from Scott Field. He lay exhaust- 
ed, awaiting the coming of fellow 
officers who had followed him in 
airplanes. As one of these planes 
landed, a farmer approached the 
basket. The airplane officer shout- 
ed: “There’s a man in there.” “He's 
hurt,” the farm-r replied. “No, 
he’s dead.” At that Capt. Gray 
opened his eyes and said that he 
wa, merely resting. 

Prepared to Try Again. 

On that flight Capt. Gray had 
been handicapped by the labor of 
cutting ‘open sacks of sand and 
hoosting them over the :!d: of the 
basket He immediately began 
plans for another flight in the light 
c. this experience and a method of 
releasing said through the bottom 
of the sand bags was devised. 

He embarked from Scott Field 
upon his second attempt on May 4. 
and reached an altitude of 42,470 
feet, higher than man ever before 
had ascended either in balloon or 
sirplane—more than eight miles 
into a temperature of more than “0 
decrees helow zero. 

The balloon went out of control 
in the descent. It was falling so 
fast that its speed meant probable 
death in landing. Capt. Gray tried 
in vain to check its plunge and 
then, at §000 feet, he went over 
the side. His parachute lead him 
gently upon the earth near Golden 
Gate, Ill., at a point near the In- 
diana State line, The Balloon set- 
tled near him. “Its sealed records 
proved the record of 42,470 feet 
and it appeared that Capt. Gray 
had achieved his goal. 

Several months later came the 
word that’ the mark had been dis. 
allowed by the Federation Aero- 
natique Internationale because he

instead of the balloon. To avoid 
any suspicions that he might have

Capt. Gray, 38 years old, was 
married and had three sons. He 
lived at 118 Wabash avenue Belle- 
ville. The start of the second flight 
was watched by his family. On that 
oceasion, he w.zed to them as his 
basket lifted away. remarking cas- 
ually that he would be home for 
dinner. He was. 

Mrs. Gray and one of her sons 
witnessed the getaway yesterday. 
Mrs, Gray,, accompanied by the 
wives of tho other officers, went 
to the hangar in which the dressing 
of Capt. Gray had been complet- 
ed. As she reached him, he put 
his arm about her and kissed her. 

Upon ascent, the basket careened 
and tossed in the high wind. 
alarming ,Capt. Gray’s little son, 
who began to cry. Mrs. Gray, how- 
ever, seemed composed and after 
watching the bag three or four 
minutes departed from the field. 

It was not until after the escort- 
ing planes had landed last night. 
reporting no word of her husband, 
that Mrs. Gray began to give way. 
She was on the verge of collapse 
throughout the night. 

Capt. Gray was a native of the 
State of Wa:hington and enlisted 
in the revular army as a private in 
the Medical Corps in 1915. He sub. 
sequently transferred to the Quar. 
termaster Corps and reached the 
grade of Quartermaster Sergeant, 
senior grade, on June 3, 1917. when 
he was commissioned a Second 
Lieutenant of infantry.

Thrilling Getaway in Brisk Wind;

His 
feet were encased in fur. lined moc- 
casins and on-his head he wore a 
combination helmet and mast to 
which he could fit his oxygen ap- 
paratus. 

The basket itself was weighted 
with 20006 pounds of sand, It was 
equipped with recording baro- 
graphs placed there by Maj. Albert 
Bond Lambert who witnessed the 
takeoff as official representative 
of the National Aeronautic Asso- 
clation. In the caps ato were 
a radio set, an instrument board 
and a series of knobs by which 
Gray was to release his ballast. 

The balloon rose quickly to 100 
feet as the landing crew released 
it and sailed across the field to 
the trees on the east over which 
it rase gracefully as Gray began 
to release sand. 

Up 700 Feet Per Minute. 


He ascended at a rate of 700 
feet a minute and within 30 min- 
utes was out of sight in the clouds. 
Officers estimated he had risen 
28,000 feet and probably was rid- 
ing on a gale of 100 miles an hour 
as he disappeared from view. 

After him roared four army air- 
planes, their pilots hoping to be 
able to pick up the balloon as it 
dropped from the clouds again be- 
tween 150 and 200 miles east of 
the figid. 

The balloon was last seen about 
4 p. m. over the Ohio River, oe- 
yond McLeansboro. Ill. The planes 
landed at dark in Kentucky wi*h- 
out having seen the craft again, 
and St. Louis radio stations began 
broadcasting requests for reports 
by anyone who might have seen 
the balloon. 


Wore Improved Helmet, 


Two improvements were made 

in the helmet Capt. Gray wore yes- 
terday over the one he used op his 
previous altitude flight. The great 
altitude induced much moisture 
from the pilot’s body to accumulate 
on the goggles bullt into the hel- 
met on the other trip, so that his 
vision was obscured. To overcome 
this, the new helmet was provided 
with an electric coil around the 
glasses, supplied with current from 
a storage battery in the basket. 
The goggles were coated with gela- 
tine as a further precaution against 
moisture. On the other flight, the 
helmet had a zipper in back,. of 
steel, so that the Captain ¢ould 
dispense with it until he rose igh. 
However, he found that in the 
upper air levels -the intense coli 
caused the metal to make his head 
extremely uncomfortable. The zip- 
per was eliminated this time. 
The oxygen supply tank was 
warmed with an electric coll fed 
the same battery, The tank 
was equipped with a series of 
valves to be operated by the pliot, 
which would furnish the appro- 
priate amount of oxygen needed to 
sustain life in the succeeding high- 
er levels.

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AMBASSADOR TUS 


New German Envoy, Regarded 
as Liberal, Promoted From 
Counsellorship. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Nov. 5.—The appoint- 
ment of Dr. Frederich Wilheim von 
Prittwitz-Gaffron as German Am- 
bassador to the United States was 
officially announced this morning 

The vaeancy in what is generally 
regarded as Germany’s,most im- 
portant foreign mission was filied 
six weeks after the tragic death 
of the late Ambassador, Baron Ago 
Von Maltzan, in a piane crash. 

When the name of Dr. Von Pritt- 
witz-Gaffron emerged as the prob- 
able winner of the post, the Na- 
tionalist diehards attacked him for 
turning Democrat after the revo- 
lution. | 

He will be Germany’s seventh 
Ambassador to the United States. 

Dr. Von Prittwitz-Gaffron, like 
Dr. Leopold Von Hoesch, German 
Ambassador to France, has been 
promoted from counselor to Am- 
bassador in one of the most im- 
portant centers of the world with- 
out having been a Minister or Am- 
bassador in some less important 
post. 

He is no stranger in Washing- 
ton, as he was attached to the Ger- 
man Embassy there before the war. 
Under the imperial regime he was 
a Captain of cavalry in the Royal 
Guards regiment. 

Dr. Von PnNttwitz-Gaffron, de- 
scendant of an old military family 
of Germany, was born Jan. 9, 1884 

Prior to entering the diplomatic 
corps he studied law. Before the 
war he served in the embassies at 
St. Petersburg and Washington. 
For many years he was civilian ad- 
jutant for diplomatic matters to 
the Federal Chancellory, serving 
under Chancellors Von Bethmapn- 
Hollweg, Michaelis, Hertling and 
Prince Max of Baden.

BERLIN, Nov. 5.—The fomer 
editor of the “Rote Fahne,” Com- 
munist mewspaper, was sentenced 
yesterday to one month in jail as 
the result of an action for libel 
brought against the newspaper by 
three Nationalist members of th2 
Reichstag. 

The editor also was charged with 
the costs of the trial and the court 
confiscated ail the remaining 
copies and plates of the issue of 
the Rote Fahne in which the three 
Plaintiffs were declared to have 
been guilty of drunkenness’ and 
disorderly conduct in the Parlia. 
ment building. 

At the trial Nationalist colleagues 
of the three men testified that they 
were almost teetotalers. Waiters 
trom the Reichstag restaurant said 
that only 22 bottles of light wine 
diluted with as many bottles of 
water were served to the Nation- 
alists, 45 in number, before’ the 
teichstag session of July 30. 

The libel action resulted from 
the newspaper’s account of their 
alleged conduct at this session.

Why a famous veteran should 
lose two falls in 30 minutes to 
a champion and then a few weeks 
later beat his conqueror two 
falls in 13 minutes, winning the 
title? 

Why no complete records of 
mat champions are available or 
kept by the athletes themselves, 
for publication? 

Ww false publicity is dissem-

Why so much acrobatics is 
found in the wrestling of today, 
and so little in the day of the 
greatest of catch-as-catch-can 
champions, Frank Gotch? 

Why—well the list is long, and 
time fleeting.
